being 11 days old, ſhines 3 hours, 48 min. by this Table, 
now ({uppoſe the Sun riſes then at 5 a clock, add 8 hours, 
48 win. and 5 hours together and the ſumm will be 13 
hours 48 min. caſt away 12 and there remairs 1 hour 
4$ min. which ſhews that che Moon riſes ar 1 afrerrioon 
and 48 min. paſt, and fo is to be done for her f{:rring, 
onely you muſt remember to add inſtead of ſubrrating 
when ſhe decreaſes, and this will ſerve for common ufe, 
being 2ccording to the mean motion of'the Moon, with= 
out reſpe& to her Latitude, which will make ſome giffe- 
rence from her true riſing and ſetting.
